THE ECONOMIC 
PUZZLE. 


Despite all the efforts that have 
been made by various countries to 
cope with a period of unexampled 
world depression, there is plenty 
of evidence to be found that no 
solution hus yet heen hit upon. 
Over-production has been cited aa 
one of the principal causes of the 
crisis, but that’ is so only ina 
relative sense. Looked at from 
another angle, the trouble might 
he deseribed as under-consumption, 
since whilst some countries have 
an excess of products, there ‘nre 
others which could do with all that 
can be produced. The distribu- 
tion system is a factor also, though 
at the root of the problem lies the 
decreased purchasing power of so 
many people of the World, They 
would willingly take more goads 
from other nations could they but 
afford to buy them. “

a policy of retrenchment, Europe 
cunnot afford to buy, so in Am- 
erica, where the gold is, goods 
have to be destroyed. “The amount 
of world cotton in aight at the end 
of August. was nearly double the 
amount used in a normal year; 80 
the Federal Farm S6ard has pro- 
posed that every third row of cat- 
ton for next year should bo plough- 
ed in,» Loulsiann hay replied with 
a decree, contingent on ncceptance, 
by three-quarters of the other cot- 
ton States, Unat no cotton should 
be grown at all; while Russia has 
just Increased her cotton acreage 
by 400 per cent!

There wna a time when 
there Soviet schemes were sailed 
at; nowadays, it is bring Inerras- 
ingly realised that other nations 
will have to sit up and take novice 
of the huge experiment on which 
Russia has embarked. The yeai- 
tion in none too renssuring, and the 
possibilities are illimitabie, — Let 
us hope that statesminship will be

Labour and the Nation, 


The Labour Party of Seaham

iy demonstrates the unpopularity 
of politicians who denuind econ- 
omy. The Prime Minister's career 
in the Labour Party seems dee 
finitely at an end, but in the minds 
of the unbiassed he is a digger 
man in “defent” than he would 
have been in “victory.” Mr, Mac- 
Donald responded to the call of 
the country first and to the politi- 
tal fortunes of his party second. 
Though lcader of the Labour 
party, which’ represents the “loft 
wing” in British political thought, 
he’ recognised the ‘grave necesai- 
tiles of the situation and chose to 
colloborate with the Conservatives 
and the Liberala.

the interests of the nation. There 
are some who will sny that Mr. Mac. 
Donald “surrendeted to the enemy.” 
Chauvinistieally, they will insist, 
that a party leader should stand by 
his party to the last ditch, Blindly, 
they will see only the narrow politt- 
enl path that a polltician is sup- 
posed to: tread, . overlooking the 
wider rouds that-lead toward the 
common xood. The world needa 
more political leaders Hke Mr. Ram-' 
say MacDonald. It.needs men with 
a vislon broader than party politics. 
Tt needs men who are firm enough 
to act on the best dictates of their 
judgment, who are brave 2nough to 
conciliate with the opposition 
parties when conciliation means ad-

There is no attempt to produce an 
authoritative book on China or the 
Chinese; indced. Mr. Hall” con- 
siders that none has yot appeared 
—"perhaps because most authors 
think they know too much about 
their subject.” Realising that 
judgments alrcady passed are 
bowilderingly diverse ond not 
infrequently flatly contradictory, 
he sets them out, gives ‘the pre- 
mises on which they rest and 
arranges thom in’juxtaposition, in 
the hope. of: extracting some sort 
of satiafying truth, 

The method chosen is novel. 
The various authorities are clasai- 
fied cither as Realists, Possimists 
or Optimists, with the author 
assuming the role of Speaker. In 
order to Iend the book synthetic 
unity, however, he ‘occasionally 
somewhat exceeds tle role, though 
his aim I[s to act os showman 
rather than as partisan partici- 
pant in the ‘issues raised. It is 
inevitable, in a book so writter, 
that the author should draw froely 
from the works of others; indeed, 
the greater part of the voiuice 
consists of excerpts from more or 
less ‘standard books on China. 
None the less, there is evidence 
not only of scrupuloua fairness in, 
xiving all schools of thought n 
fnir hearing, but also of due 
balance and judyment in 
ashembling the chosen matter. 

There-is a brief summing-up, 
which we should like to _have scen 
expanded, since it is obvious from 
Mr. Hall's running commentary 
that he iy a serious and intelligent 
observer of Chinese life and mon- 
tality.  Ciniming that Chinn is 
not a civilisation, but many clvili- 
sntions ranging from the mogt 
primitive to the most refined, he 
says it ia this fact which renders 
it dangerous to generalise or to 
adopt basic formulae from which 
to draw conclusions. “Neverthe- 
lesa, were the Speaker to remove 
his wig, he might perhaps be 
henrd to mutter the following 
words:— Callous brutality—dupli- 
city—untruthfulness—an amazing 
absence of thievishness—patience 
-—perseverance—generosity, and a 
sense of character.” And the 
moral of all. this is, if the first 
three characteristics can come to 
be eliminnted, a nation: which 80 
dreads loss of face will have lost 
its cause for anxiety.” 

Mr. Hall has-given us 2 book 
which no student of China should 
he without. He has done his task, 
admirably, avoiding the tempta-” 
tion to pose as an authority, even 
though his qualifientions appear 
certainly no less than many who 
presume a knowledge which they 
may not poasess.. A bibliography, 
arranged alphabetically according 


to authors, adds to the value of the
